"What  is  Civilization? 

The  Finger  that  Turns  the  Dial  Rules  the  Air"

Civilization  encompasses  so  many  varied  facets  that  it  is  difficult  to  appraise  it  as  a  whole;  it 
can  only  be  fractionally  comprehended.  This  quotation  touches  upon  a  mere  fragment  of  its 
meaning,  yet  is  itself  open  to  numerous  interpretations. 

Foregoing  any  diagnosis  of  the  epigram,  the  definitions  of  a  few  of  the  metaphorical  terms 
are  in  order.  Not  as  formulated  by  Mr.  Webster,  but  as  observed  by  one  who  has  surveyed 
life  for  a  relatively  insignificant  time. 

A  civilization  is  "a  society";  the  word  "civilized"  connotes  "restrained."  Civilization 
boasts  an  intellectual  development.  "The  finger"  is  the  people,  their  minds,  and  their  hands, 
which  "turn  the  dial"  evolve  the  civilization.  "Rules  the  air"— the  manner  in  which  the 
aforementioned  prevail  over  the  air,  the  world,  and  possibly  someday  the  universe. 

Why  does  one  turn  a  given  dial  a  certain  way?  Heredity  and  environment,  the  usual 
psychological  scapegoats,  may  again  be  blamed  for  having  the  greatest  influence  in  deter- 
mining this  act.  In  situations  involving  personal  decisions,  an  individual's  background  prompts 
his  course  of  action.  He  may  follow  intrinsic  impulse  or  may  rebel  against  the  force  of 
his  inborn  traits  and  environmental  development.  The  result  of  this  decision  determines 
how  the  air  will  be  ruled  (in  this  case,  the  air  denotes  one's  own  life.). 

This  idea  may  also  be  applied  to  nations.  A  state  is  induced  to  action  by  the  power 
heredity  and  environment  have  on  the  country.  Heredity  in  this  sense  is  the  history  of  a 
nation  and  the  environment  the  current  world  situation.  In  our  day,  the  decisions  of  the 
world  powers  "rule  the  air"  to  such  an  extent  that  they  may  ultimately  decide  for  or 
against  the  continued  existence  of  mankind. 

The  enigmas  solved  by  brilliant  minds,  and  activated  by  able  hands  have  created  new 
industries,  boosted  the  standard  of  living,  and  revolutionized  the  world.  However,  the 
frequent  outcome  is  the  ruination  of  the  air.  The  guilt  is  that  of  the  "finger,"  the  people.  It 
is  they  who  dictate  the  choice  of  television  programs,  movies,  and  best-selling  novels.  Fre- 
quently, the  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  a  society  has  not  kept  pace  with 
scientific  progress.  The  moral  fiber  has  not  been  woven  sufficiently  enough,  and  is  prone 
to  slacken.  Of  this  we  must  be  wary. 

Rome  and  Greece  were  the  epitome  of  civilized  living  in  ancient  time.  Is  it  possible  that 
their  people  were  able  to  "rule  the  air"  no  longer  as  a  result  of  their  moral  decay? 

Yet  we  see  that  our  people,  the  Jewish  people,  live  on.  For  the  Torah  guided,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  guide  the  hands  which  turn  the  dials,  and  ultimately  it  is  only  with  this  guidance 
that  man  is  enabled  to  rule  the  air. 

We  must  think  of  every  action  as  sacred;  once  done,  unable  to  be  recalled.  We  must 
discriminate  in  choosing  the  dials  we  want  turned,  and  even  while  turning  those  select 
dials  we  must  be  certain  our  intentions  are  pure  and  our  training  ample  to  cope  with  the 
product.  It  is  only  when  the  highest  ideals  become  our  goals  that  our  hands  will  be  the 
instruments  to  further  the  elevation  of  mankind.

One  thing  an  editor  should  never  do  is  leave 
writing  the  Editor's  message  for  the  last  night  be- 
fore the  final  deadline.  When  it  gets  to  be  that  time, 
all  that  you  can  think  about  are  the  last  minute 
traumas — negatives  that  were  overexposed,  copy 
that  was  lost  in  the  mail  somewhere  between  Thirty- 
fourth  Street  and  Hannibal,  Missouri,  and  the 
fact  that  it  is  Sunday  and  there  are  no  typewriter 
ribbons  to  be  found.  And  each  day  you  ask  your- 
self how  to  record  all  those  precious  memories 
with  a  spirit  of  vibrance  and  permanence.  You 
must  decide  how  to  use  only  forty  lines  to  express 
the  thoughts  and  happenings  of  four  years. 

When  we  came  here  four  years  ago,  we  were 
seeking  an  education.  Now  we  leave  with  not  only 
that  education,  but  far  more.  We  found  more  than 
intellectual  stimulation — we  found  ourselves.  By 
claiming  our  individual  identities,  we  created  a 
community  identity — we  became  a  class,  the  class  of 
'69,  the  class  which  shattered  the  image  of  the  Stern 
girl,  and  gave  Stern  College  for  Women  a  new, 
more  interesting,  more  modern,  and  more  dynamic 
personality. 

On  other  campuses,  students  have  expressed 
their  discontent  through  violence  and  rebellion — 
tactics  which  have  often  led  to  failure.  We  have 
succeeded  in  our  struggle  for  student  rights 
through  intelligent  dialogue.  When  students  at 
other  universities  leave  their  alma  mater  they  take 
as  much  as  they  can,  but  we  have  done  more — we 
have  given  as  much  as  we  can,  and  by  doing  so 
have  discovered  the  true  meaning  of  the  college 
experience. 

It  is  our  college  experience,  and  the  experience  of 
a  few  dedicated  people,  which  has  made  this  year- 
book possible.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  editors 
on  the  staff — Rhona,  Sandie,  Oscar,  Suzanne,  Faigie, 
Judy,  Jeanne,  Marlene  and  Bobbi  (and  especially 
those  three  who  doubled  as  roommates!) — for  all 
the  time  and  effort  expended.  I  am  very  grateful  to 
Judy  Goldsmith  for  her  last  minute  rescue  efforts,  to 
Lila  Magnus  for  her  technical  advice,  to  Marlene 
Ringel  and  to  Tova  Fishman.  Finally,  but  most  of 
all,  I  thank  Shelley  Majer  for  her  advice  and  en- 
couragement, and  Helen  Saltman  for  her  assistance, 
her  dedication,  and  her  talent.
